TOUR OF THE PHILA. MINT 


The month of May found your 
editor quite busy attending the 
New York Convention and motor- 
ing to the Mint. Leaving Newark 
at noon May 6th, Mrs. Spadone 
and I arrived at the Mint at 2:30 
approximately two and one-half 
hour ride. 


If you are able to travel this 
summer I suggest to our readers 
to visit the Mint and get a first 
hand view of how U. S. money is 
coined. A card to the Superinten- 
dent Mrs. Rae Biester of Phila- 
delphia Mint, 16th and Spring 
Garden Streets, will get you in- 
formation, making it easier to 
plan your trip. 


This is what you can expect - 
also what we have seen and done. 
Parking our car in front of the 
building we were met by the 
guard at the door. Waiting a few 
minutes we were introduced to 
Captain of Guard, D.J. Karlowski 
who with a party of three other 
persons conducted a tour through 
the Mint explaining the opera- 
tions and answering any quest- 
ions. We first met Mr. E. Von 
Hebel, assistant sculptor and en- 
graver. He showed our group the 
process of making the plaster 
figure moulds from which the 
master die hubs are made, show- 
ing us some of them and a few 
die breaks. 


Entering the large display 
room on the ground floor there 
was a huge chandelier weighing 
3400 lbs. with 120 bulbs. It is 
valued at a dollar a pound. The 
walls are of Italian marble. The 
ceiling is hand painted in pure 
gold with mosaic paintings on it. 
This was done by Tiffany and 
took one year to complete. It is 
valued at $40,000. and a sight I 
will never forget. 


We then went to the gallery 
where we viewed through glass 
below the preparations and oper- 
ations of the metals ready for 
the press room. 


The Philadelphia Mint is the 
largest in the United States. 
There are twelve Federal Banks 
which distribute coins to banks 
throughout the U. S. and most of 
them are in the East. Before leav- 
ing we visited Mrs. Rae Biester 
in her large and attractive office. 
Although she was quite busy she 
was kind enough to spend a few 





minutes to talk to our group. 
We were each given a souvenir 
of one of the first 500 - 1956-P 
cents struck in 1956. I asked if 
the 1955-P halves were released. 
We were told they were not and 
will not be until the 1954 were 
exhausted; also the 1956 halves 
will not be released until the1955 
are exhausted. Thanking Mrs. 
Biester and the guards for a won- 
derful tour through the mint, 
which by the way took about 35 
minutes. On our way out we stop- 
ped at the counter to purchase 
some 1956 Proof Sets. Only five 
sets per person were allowed, also 
available were medals. On the 
way home we passed the Federal 
Reserve Bank on 10th and Mar- 
ket which is ten minutes from 
the Mint. Each year the Mint is 
closed two weeks during the 
month of June for inventory. 


Make a note to visit the Mint, 
and take your family. Children 
8 years and over are admitted. 
A wonderful treat.

The early minteages have 
been noted for reverse die shifts 
mainly copper coins, although 
I have noted quite a few shifts 
on 1924-D cents of the later 
mints. As to value of these and 
freak coins, there is no stand- 
ard price, what ever a collector 
is willing to pay.

Mr. L. M. VanGemeot of Bre- 
meoton, Washington reports 
finding a copper nickel indian 
cent with the reverse shift half 
turned, and gave it no thought 
until he read my article. 

For those of you who do not 
understand this, pick up a coin 
and note the obverse and re- 
verse, you'll find the front im- 
pression is up right and the 
back side impression facing 
down. This is true on all U. S. 
coins. Occasionally while the 
the coins are being stamped, the 
die which is bolted into the 
bottom side of the press shifts. 
This accounts for the different 
varieties of shifts. 

The hub is also locked in 
place in the shaft or the ram 
which gives you the obverse, 
the hub is also called a punch.

Facts About U. S. 
Money 


4th article of a series 


During 1943, a _  zinc-coated, 
steel cent was coined as a war- 
time metal saving measure. Dur- 
ing the war the five cent piece 
contained 27.006 grains of silver, 
43.2096 grains of copper and6.- 
9444 grains of manganese. The 
authority to mint the wa-time 


five cent coins terminated De- 
cember 31, 1945. 


The paper currency now issued 
includes gold certificates (issued 
only to Federal Reserve Banks), 
silver certificates and United 
States notes, all issued by the 
Treasury, and Federal Reserve 
notes, issued by the Federal Re- 
serve Banks under Government 
auspices. Former issues of Treas- 
ury notes of 1890 and gold cer- 
tificates which remain outstand- 
ing appear in the money circula- 
tion figures; but these kinds of 
currency are canceled and retired 
on receipt in the Treasury. Fed- 
eral Reserve Bank notes and Na- 
tional Bank notes are also in 
process of retirement; but these 


will continue in circulation until 
they are unfit for use. Outstand- 
ing old demand notes and frac- 


tional currency have been drop- 
ped from the circulation figures, 
but appear on the public debt 
statements as items of debt bear- 
ing no interest. 


Gold certificates, Series of 1934, 
in denominations of $100, $1,000, 
$10,000 and $100,000 are issued 
only to Federal Reserve Banks 
against certain credits establish- 
ed with the Treasurer of the Un- 
ited States. These certificates are 
not paid out by Federal Reserve 
Banks, and do not appear in cir- 
culation, They bear on their face 
the wording: “This is to certify 
that there is on deposit in the 
Treasury of the United States of 
America— dollars ingold, pay- 
able to bearer on demand as auth- 
orized by law’. 


Silver certificates, in denomin- 
ations of $1, $5 and $10 are issued 
by the Treasurer of the United 
States against standard silver 
dollars, silver or silver bullion in 
the Treasury against which sil- 
ver certificates are not already 








outstanding. When received in the | 


dollars), they may be reissued. 

United States notes, received on 
any account by the Treasurer of 
the United States, are reissued 
in denominations of $2 and $5. As 
required by the Act of May 31, 
1878, the amount outstanding is 
maintained at $346,681,016. A 
reserve in gold of $156,039,430.93 
is held in the Treasury against 
these notes and Treasury notes 
of 1890. 


Federal Rerserve notes are is- 
sued and retired with the varying 
requirements of the country for 
currency. They are issued in de- 
nominations of $5, $10, $50, $100, 
$500, 1,090, $5,000 and $100,000. 
Since there is very little demand 
for the large denominations of 
currency they are printed only 
when required. The $100 note is 
the highest denomination printed 
since 1945. Federal Reserve notes 
are obligations of the United 
States and are secured by the 
deposit with Federal Reserve 
agents of a like amount of gold 
certificates or gold certificate 
credits with the Treasurer of the 
United States, such discounted or 
purchased paper as is eligible un- 
serve Act, and direct obligations 





der the terms of the Federal Re- 
of the United States. Federal Re- 
serve Banks must maintain a re-, 
serve in gold certificates or gold 
certificate credits of at least 25 
percent of these notes in actual 
circulation, including in this re- 
serve the redemption fund, (equal 
to not less than 5 percent of the 
notes outstanding, less th e 
amount of gold certificates held 
by the Federal Reserve agent as 
collateral) which must be depos- 
ited with the Treasurer of the 
United States and any gold cer- 
tificate or gold certificate credits 
held as collateral. 


Legal Tender 

Under Title IIT of the Act of 
May 12, 1933, as amended by the 
Joint Resolution of June 5, 1933, 
all coins and currencies of the 
United States (including Federal 
Reserve notes and circulating 
notes notes of Federal Reserve 
Banks and National Banking As-* 
sociations), theretofore or there- 
after coined or issued are legal 
tender for all debts, public and 
private, public charges, taxes, ar 


dues. Under a Joint Resolution’ »:

CANADIAN MINT MARKS 


When Canadian coinage began 
in 1858, the coins were struck at 
the lower Mint in London, Eng- 
land. They didn’t place mint maks 
on their coins. The coins with the 
“H” mint marks were struck at 
Heaton’s Mint Birmingham, Eng- 
land. The Canadian Mint opened 
in 1908 and the Canadian coins 
have been made in Ottawa since 
then. The 1907-H Cent was the 
last Canadian coin struck at 
Heaton’s Mint while all the rest 
of the 1907 coins were the last 
coins struck for Canada at the 
Tower Mint. 

In 1958 Canada will mark the 
100th anniversary of Canadian 
coins as well as the 50th anniver- 
sary of the opening of the Cana- 
dian Royal Mint in Ottawa. 

1958 will be a mint mark of 
progress in the growth of a great 
young country.

| COLLECTING ROMAN COINS 


by Earl A. Mc Brayer 


Collecting ancient Roman imperial coins is an interesting and 
informative hobby which is gaining in popularity in the United 
States. The contrast provided by the appearance of a group of nicely 
patinated ancient coins next to some pieces from current issues of 
the United States creates an attractive display for club meetings 
and shows. 


The unusually fine specimens bring appropriate prices but there 
are many Roman numismatic items which can be purchased inex- 
pensively either in the United States or in Europe. 

Among the popular and most easily obtainable denominations in 
the 
and the sestertius, 


the Roman field are the denarius (small silver coin, dime size); 
dupondius and as (medium bronze, quarter size); 
(crown size). 


often called “Grand Bronze” There are many other 


types, including the beautiful aureus and solidus in gold. 


In beginning a collection of Roman coins some numismatists col- 
lect by emperor, attempting to obtain one coin struck by as many 
different emperors as possible. (There were over two hundred em- 
perors and princes of the Roman Empire who struck portrait coins). 

Other collectors specialize in a particular type such as the popular 
sestertius or denarius. Still others collect according to the reverses 
on coins. Much can be learned about the religious beliefs and the 


customs of the ancient Romans from these reverses. 


Although the inscriptions on Roman coins appear most frequently 
in Latin (provincial coins frequently bear Greek inscriptions) it is 
not necessary to have a reading knowledge of the Roman tongue to 
enjoy this pastime. The names of nearly all the Roman rulers are 
the same in English as they appear on the face of their coins. 


Why don’t you add a few eighteen hundred year old pieces to your 
collection, and see if collecting ancient Roman coins isn’t catching?
